I ſpeak without 
an Irony, and a Butcher d Ring, a Depcſed:: Ring, and a 
Mock Ming (are Epithet's very. unfit for his late Ma jeſty, 
after Conventicle Foe's Character of him in bis. Harangue 
upon him in his True - Born Engliſpman) are Arguments 
ſufficient with. me to have em driven out from our 
Royal Palazes far the future, and ſuſfer d not to Croak in 
the Chatnbers that belong to thoſe that Rule over us.
